ble prayſed. Arias Monranm after 30.yeeres ſtudy of 
it, ſaid it was obſcure vnto him, had hee not beene 
extraordinarily illuminated: but now the Booke is 
vnſealed,as you may read,c.22.v.10.It is not here as 
in the quadrature of a circle which may be knowne, 
but the way is not yet faumd ont: for the time is at 
baud when all things fore · told here, ſhall be fulſilea; 
this being a perfrè Fccleſtaſticall tory, from S. lohn 
to the end of the wor/a, of all materiall things in 
the Church. His Phraſe is Propheticall, his Method 
Logicall.

All theſe may be rouzed 
vp by thisthreatning to Laodicea, which neglected 
Religion, and followed other things zand this is the 
ayme of my Text, being a taxe of the whole world, 
which is ſet on miſchiefe,; toward the end, eſpecially 
ofthoſe whoſe life is a Cor ban of vniuſt guiles and 
wicked gains, an Acheldama of blood & oppreſſion, 
caring not who want, ſo they may abound: as alſo, 
of all thoſe who are like Salamanders, neuer liuing 
well but when they are in the fireof contention: who 
like Shemei while they ſecke their ſeruant, viches, &

ftien was decided about keeping the Paſſeouer, It | meliel.de paſc. 


was waſhed through with the Riuer ZLicus. It had 
many honourable Citizens, as the rich Hzero,Zens | 
the Orator, and Polems his ſonne afterward made | 
a king by Auguſtus. Their name is interpreted, 4 
juſt people, of N and d ici, but this auailed them 
nothing; for euill perſons may haue good names, 
as Adoni. xede the King of leruſalem, who was an 
Idolater and a Tyrant, had a name ſignifying the 
Lord of Iuſtice, or the Iuſtice of the Lord. And one 
who was a grieuous perſecuter of the Chriſtians,was 
tearmed Theotecnus, the childe of God. Bethel in Je- 
roboams time, was vnwilling to part with the name 
of the houſe of God, but it rather deſerued tobe cal- 
led Bet hauen, thehonſe of vanitie: ſo Laodicea abu- 
ſed her name, and the bleſſings of the Lord which 
were many, this aggrauateth the effexce: for as the 
ſinne of Adam was ſo much the more abhomi- 
nable being committed in Paraaiſe, and the Ido- 


Sunne at the dre of the Temple of the Lord: ſo 
ſinne was more remarkable in theſe, of whom the 
Lord had deſerued ſo well, and therefore hee now

#id, who when hee had committed Adultery and 
Murther, ſwallowed them for the greater part of a | 
yeere, without any great remorſe. But Nathan com- 
ming to him, telleth him, thus ſaith the Lord;Thou 
diddeſt it ſecretly, as if none had ſcene it: I ſaw it, and 
will bring an open puniſhment vpon thee out of 
thine owne houſe before all Iſrae], and before the 
Sunne, 2 Sam.12.11.This made Salomon his ſonne 
giue this aduiſe, In all thy wayes acinomledge lum, 
and hee ſhall direct᷑ thy paths, Pro.

This Jeremy remembred the /ewes of, If thow 
retarne, then will 1 bring thee againe, and thou ſhalt | 
ftand before mee, Jer.

Not onely for 
Gods ſake, but for our Kings ſake, whoſe deputies 
ye are, as he is Gods; not onely for Religion, but 
for very pollicie, as you regard the peace of this 
ſtate, and well-farre of the Church, as you loue your 
owne liues, rouze vp your /þirits; the cauſe is the 
Lords, vindicate his diſhonour. He hath made our 
Land a ſanct uary for true Religion, a refuge and 
ſhade in the heate ofthe day, for perſecuted Pro. 
feſſors, who haue beene chaſed like Bees from their 
owne Hines. Hee hath made this place a Temple 
for himſelfe to dwell inʒ the zeale of it hath beene 
famous ouer the world: O let it not be a common 
receit for all commers, Atheiſts, Nenters, Hypocrits, 
lule- warme Profeſſors, Popiſh wanderers.

Elizabeth, and our late bleſſed Prince Henry ſo ho- 
noured, that their names amongſt all true hearted 
Proteſtants, are like a precious oyntment, their re- 
membrance is ſweet as hony, and as Muſicke ata 
banquer of wine.
